As 
we read, Gen. 21. 23. And Abraham planted a Grove in 
Beerſbeba; and called there on the Name of the Lord, the 
everlaſting. God. Such was the Then State of the World, 
(I ſpeak-not to leſſen it, but rather to admire its primitive 
| Aci that This great Prince did not build, but 

plant a Temple; a vegetable Sanctuary; rooted, not 
founded; and far more the Work of Nature than of Art. 
This Cuſtom, indeed, was afterwards abuſed to Idolatrous 
Purpoſes ; and, upon That Account, forbidden by Al- 
mighty God. During the Jewiſb Diſpenſation, nobody 
who reads the Bible can be 1gnorant of the Tabernacle 
under Moſes. in the Wilderneſs, under Jaſbua, and the 
Judges, and the Kings, Saul, and David, in the promiſed 
Land ; or of the Temple at Feruſalem ( the dire& Sub- 
et of my Text) the moſt glorious Structure that ever 
the World ſaw, built, and adorn'd, with inconceivable 
deauty, and Magnificence, by the moſt glorious of Mo- 
urchs, King Salomon. The innumerable Temples of the 
Gentile World are well known; and to name them is

Of which Piſtinctienp o far as our 
prefent Subject is concern'd in it, more Notice ſhall be 
taken hereafter. We may Now have engraven, and paint- 
ed Cherubims, tho' we have not the typical Mercy-Seat: 
And if Some will be ſo perverſe as not to diſtinguiſh be- 
tween Deroration and Adoration; we are ſorry for it, but 
cannot help it. Tho' the Fews were ſo prone to Idola- 
try; and their Laws, and the Threatnings annexed to 
them, were ſo ſevere againſt it; yet there were Carvings 
and Images in the Temple built by Solomon, and hallowed 
by the Divine Shecinab : Nor is That People any where 
forbidden abſolutely to make fach Things, but only to 
make them either with a Deſign to worſhip them, or to 
make them merely of their own private Motion. Tor 
Images were, upon ſome Occaſions, commanded to be 
made 2 himſelf; (as the Cherubims over the 
Mexcy-Seat, before mention'd, and the Brazen Serpent 
in the Wilderneſs:) Sometimes by Him commanded to be 
made, tho' always by Him forbidden to be ador d.

III. To inſiſt, a little more at large, upon the Conſecra- 
gion of Churches; exhibited to us by the Word Hallowed, 
in my Text.
